so the dirty lot has been eliminated 
and much additional room has been 
gained. A new hog lot has been 
built back of the barn with a 
fenice through the middle so it is 
noW possible to keep the young 
pigs and the larger hogs separate, 
thus reducing loss caused by crowd¬ 
ing. Most of the old dead trees 
that surrounded the Home have 
been removed and the place is be¬ 
coming clean and a place- of beauty. 

In addition to all the above work 
Supt. Miller has found time to get 
out two large fields of Wheat and 
one of oats, all of which are looking 
fine. IHe has also pkwed 72. acres 
Which will be planted in corn as 
soon as the weather permits. As 
soon as it is dry enough, 48 acres 
of the 80 acres south of the Home 
Will be planted in sweet corn. This 
is under contract to a canning fac¬ 
tory and should bring in a tidy 
sum, providing the weather is not 
too bad. Again, providing the 
weather is good, the Home should 
be a lot better off by the end of 
the season because the crops are 
looking unusually good for this time 
of year. 

The livestock and poultry are ail 
in good condition. However, not 
so much is being realized from the 
sale of milk as the price has been 
cut so it is about 2&c less than for¬ 
merly. There are several new pigs 
and others are being fed and fat¬ 
tened and should be ready for mar¬ 
ket before long. 

Awnings For The Home 

For sometime the old people at 
the Home have been complaining 
because they could not sit on the 
■front porch on warm days because 
of lack of shade. A committee is 
making an effort to get some awn¬ 
ings for the porch, but the estimates 
so far have been well over a thou¬ 
sand dollars for the complete job.
